the honor goes to Boyne City soph- 
omore forward Corey Redman. 

The 6’5” multi-position player 
drew the attention of multiple de- 
fenders on a nightly basis, and if a 
team was daring enough to play the 
second year Rambler one-on-one, 
he would make them pay for it by 
posting big numbers offensively or 
getting his teammates involved 
with his ability to extend the de- 
fense with long range bombs, or 
take them off the dribble and dish 
to an open teammate. 

This season Redman averaged 20 
points and 7.5 rebounds, 2 assists 
and 1.5 steals per game, while 
shooting 52 percent from the floor 
and 82 percent from the charity 
stripe.

Tips to help in 
your search 


Armed with your down pay- 
ment and your pre-approval letter 
for a mortgage loan, the next step 
is finding the house that will best 
meet your family’s needs. With re- 
alistic expectations, patience and 
plenty of research, you'll be well 
on your way.
